SCARCITY OF QUAIL 

In 1911, during the session immedi- 
ately preceding the creation of ths 
Itme laws, the Federal Oovernmem 
discovered (hat large quantities ol 
quail were being sold In tho northern 
end eastern markets, and that these 
birds had been shipped In violation of 
the federal laws covering Interstate 
shipments of game. 

The commission firms distributing 
these birds were all prosecuted, and 
by trsclng the shipments to the firms, 
the Oovernment officials discovered 
that great quantities of the qusil hsd 
come from Kentucky; In fact, 160.000 
were shipped out of Kentucky In 1911, 
13,700 being shipped from two points 
In Osllatln county. 

All of the parties making Illegal 
shipments were tried in the federal 
courts of Kentucky snd convictions 
followed In every cass. The United 
States Government knew, in a general 
way .that shipments were being made 
from Kentucky, but In this work, as In 
other branches of the Oovernment, 
they desired to help only those states 
who wore making an honest endeavor 
to help themselves. 

It was the common practice of thi 
larger hotels and restsurnnts in Ken- 
tucky, before the creation of the Oame 
and Fish Commission, to annually sell 
large quantities of quail illegally 
bought and sold. A number of cases 
were made against one of the leading 
hotel companies In Kentucky, h 'I uo 
are pleased to say that this i'.'.cgjl 
practice has been stopped.

In March. 1915, a distribution of Eng 
lisli ringneck pheasants was made by 
the Commission. These birds were 
purchased in England and shipped to 
Philadelphia, where they were received 
by a representative of the Commisslo.i 
and shipped In crates of fifteen birds, 
ten hens and Ave cocks, to each coun 
ty in the state, where they were re 
celved and separated into trios, two 
hens and A cock, and these birds were 
liberated by persons with whom the 
Commission had made arrangements, 
on lands controlled by them. 

Reports from 73 counties show an In 
crease of 2,666 birds, which indicates 
a gratifying condition and places the 
number of these splendid game birds 
at liberty in Kentucky At something 
Above six thousand. Some of the birds 
were held in captivity, but In nearly 
•very Instance these experiments re- 
sulted In failure, but the birds that 
ware turned loose and allowed to rear 
their own young, in practically every 
UMtAnoe produced aha raised a covey. 

The result of these experiments 
have so encouraged the Commission 
thst Another Importation of pheasants 
Is planned, and we hope to liberate 
three thousand more of these birds In 
ths spring of me. Ths distribution of 
pheasants aroused great interest, and 
we received many requests for set 
tings of eggs and purchased (00 from 
a game dealer In Pennsylvania, which 
re sent by paroels post to those who 
hAd applied. We also shipped 266 from 
the Kentucky Oame Preserve on Pine 
mntain Id Boll county

Robert C. Terrell Has Success- 
fully Put State Good Road 
Laws Into Operation

Frankfort. — Kentucky's Road Com- 
mlaatoner, Robert C. Terrell, who haa 
aucceaafnlly put Into operation the 
good roada lawa of Kentucky and for 
the past three year* haa been the head 
of the road department, wa* born near 
Bedford, Trimble county, Kentucky, 
in 1884. After finishing the common 
school of that county, be entered the 
Stale University of Kentucky and 
graduated from that institution in 
1906, receiving the degree of bachelor 
of engineering, and waa given the mas- 
ter's degree in civil engineering In 
1908. 

Immediately after receiving hi* de- 
gree In 1906, he took charge of the 
location of the Duck Fork extension 
of the Louisville & Atlanta railway, 
now a portion of the L. & N. *ystem. 
In addition to locating the road, Mr. 
Terrell tnapped and opened up a large 
coal field for the Kentucky River Coal 
A Coke Co., which waa afterward* 
leased by the Big Hill Coal Co. of 
Pennsylvania. In June, 1907, after 
completing the work with the Ken- 
tucky River Coal A Coko Co., Mr. 
Terrell waa employed by the A>- 
kansas, Louisiana ft Gulf Railway at 
Hamburg, Arkansas, aa assistant en- 
gineer on twenty miles of construes 
tion, where he remained until its com- 
pletion In the summer of 1908. 




ROBERT C. TERRELL 
Kentucky Road Commissioner. 

Through Mr. Terrell's Influence with 
the Board of Trustees of the State 
University of Kentucky, there was ea 
tabllshed the chair of rural and high- 
way engineering In the Department of 
Civil Engineering of that Institution 
He waa unanlmoualy chosen profe*«or 
of that chair. He Immediately began 
the campaign to secure not only the 
undergraduate student* In the course, 
but also arranged to hav* the prac- 
tical road builders of the state to take 
short courses snd attend lecture* dur- 
ing the winter season. The courae 
grew very popular, and many students 
we** enrolled in both the two and four 
year courses for undergraduate stu 
dents and large numbers of the county 
road men, as we!! a j the county JudgeB 
and magistrates matriculated for the 
lecture courses. 

In 1912, whoa the Department of 
Public Road* as established by the 
General Asser. bly. Governor McCreary 
called Mr. Tr: '! .' cm the chair of 
rural and highway engineering of 
State University of Kentucky and ap- 
pointed him the first Commissioner of 
Public Roads o.' Kentucky. Mr. Ter- 
rell assumed his duties on July 1, 
1911, and has untiringly given his 
tlm* and attention to the upbuilding 
of the road system of the state. 
Through his efforts and tb* ahowlng 
made by the department prior to the 
meeting of the General Assembly of 
1914 waa made possible the passage 
of the state alt! roafl law* in Kentucky, 
which provide for intercounty *eat 
ayatem of highway* and a five-cent 
tax, together with the llcenae tax on 
automobiles to be spent tor the con- 
struction of the state system of high 
ways, the state paying one-half the 
coat and the county one-halt the cos - 
of such Improvement. 

Mr. Terrell, through his splendid 
corns of a— ! '.. ni; and thorough or- 
ganisation, baa had active supervision 
and charge of the preparation of the 
plana, specifications and estimates of 
coat and actual construction of more 
than one thousand mile* of road, and 
haa thoroughly demonstrated to the 
cltisens of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky the advantage of having roads 
constructed on scientific principles, 
and ha* mad* popular the new road 
lawa and haa been eurceaiful In se- 
curing the co-op«ratlon of the county 
official* throughout th» (tat*. 

Mr. Terrell, when Interviewed on 
the lubject, stated he waa well pleased 
with the succeaa of the new road laws, 
and that a good ahowlng had been 
made this year, and that fully fifty 
per cent more work would be accom- 
plished duriug the year 1916, as the 
county officer* of nearly every county 
in the state hav« already algnlfied 
their Intention of taking their pro 
rata part of the state aid fund for 
the coming year, and many more coun- 
ties are pieparlug to vote bond Issues.
